gents had retreated to the northward. 
•Gen. Hall's column wae supposed to be 
.able to cut off Just such a retreat, but 
the Filipinos eluded iim and reached 
San Maeto: 


Gen. Hall's brigade, consisting of the 


'Thirteenth and Fourteenth infantry, 
part of the Ninth infantry, and part of 
the Oregon-volunteer regiment, arrived 
in Morong at 11:20 o'clock yesterday 
morning, haying 
left Teresa, three 


miles away, at 8:30 o'clock. No resist- 
•an.ce was made to our advance by the 
•enemy, -but the journey was exceeding- 
ly hard, owing to the difficult road'and 
the intense heat. Many men were over- 
come by the exertion of the march and 
by the heat. 


Morong was captured at noon Satur- 


day by Col. Wholly with the First 
Washington regiment and the gun- 
boats Napidan and Cavadonga. This 
regiment, which had been stationed at 
Pasig, moved north at 3 o'clock Satur- 
day afternoon, together with two 
talions of the Thirteenth infantry, four 
battalions of the Ninth infantry, part 
of the Nebraska volunteers and Soott's 
guns of Dyer's 'battery. 


This force, under the command of 


Col. Wholly, Joined Gen. Hall in the 
attack on Calnta, It later moved its 
position near to Tay.tay and waited 
there until Gen. Hall struck Antipolo, 
when it took Taytay without loss. 


The two commands now joined and 


made a start toward Morong, stretch- 
Ing a line well aorose the peninsula. 
Before the troops had proceeded 
far 


Col. 
Wholly-led back the-Washington 


volunteers to Paelg, where, on Satur- 
day night, they embarked incascoeeon 
Laguna de Bay to attack Morong ty 
water. 
The cascoes went aground in 


the early morning, thus delaying the 
movement. 


After attacking Antipolo, Hall swung 


down the peninsula, driving the insur- 
gents before him, except the 
force 


which had been stationed at Antipolo, 
it having escaped to the mountains to 
the north. 


When Col. 'Wholly arrived with his 


men Saturday a fierce attack was made 
by the gunboats on Morong. The shore 
battery was silenced and the natives 
fled, leaving twelve Insurgents dead In 
the 
town. 
Five 
Americans 
wwe 


wounded in the attack. Col. Wholly 
landed his men and- took possession of 
Morong this morning. While a scout- 
ing party of the Washington 
volun- 


teers was on reconnoissance beyond me 
town they had. a. sharp skirmish, lit 
which one native officer and four insur- 
gent soldiers were killed. The Wash- 
ingtons lost one man. killed and one 
man wounded. 


Gen. 
Hall encountered no resistance 


in his march from Antipolo to Morong. 
In fact, when his command passed 
through the village of Teresa the In- 
habitants welcomed the Americans. 
They said they were tlrtfd of war. Large 
numbers of the natives passed through 
the American lines and returned to An- 
tipolo and- the other 
villages 
from 


which they flea as the American troops 
approached. .

Albert J. Phillips, a well known resi- 


dent of Hock county, passed away lust 
night at 11 o'clock, at his homo three 
miles west of the village of Emerald 
Grove.

In 
1847 he went to New York and returned 
with his father. In 1867 he was married 
to Miss Khoda Blunt, a native of Wai- 
worth ccunty, Wis., by whom he had 
six children: Naomi, born April 3, 1863; 
Jennie, January 1, 1870; James, Decem- 
ber 15, 1871; Elenora, October 18, 1873; 
Viola, August 28, 1875; 
Mabel Alice, 


August 30, 1877. 
He held the office of 


justice of the peace and constable for a 
number of years, and was postmaster at 
Emerald Grove over four years. 
He 


made a specialty of cattle and grain.' In 
politics he was a democrat. He was a 
member of the Congregational church.

Complaint Charges

Will Take Place Next Thursday

g[On complaint filed by Frank C. Haz 
elton, of the local fire insurance firm of 
Carter & Hazelton, Anthony Dixou and 
Thomas Dillon of the town of Rock were 
placed under arrest this morning by 
Sheriff Appleby and Officer Gochram on 
the charge of arson. 


1 In the municipal court at 11 o'clock 
this morning the defendants appeared 
and gave bail in the sum of 8800 each, 
tho examination being continued until 
Thursday, June 8,-at 10 o'clock. 


According 'to the complaint it is 


alleged that the defendants set fire to 
theDixon & Dillon training stable at the 
fair grounds ou the night of Saturday, 
April 8, 1899, 
for 
the purpose of 


defrauding the Niagara Fire Insurance 
company of New York and the Phoenix 
Insurance company of Brooklyn. 


-At the time of the fire Dixou ,fe Dillon 


were owners of the burned stable, hav- 
ing it insured in the Niagara Company. 


The contents of the building, consist- 


ing of hay. grain, vehicles, blankets and 
equipments were insured in the Phoenix 
Company.

The barn was valued at §1,000. 
At the time of the fire a row of stalls 


and much fencing on the fair grounds 
was destroyed, it being the property of 
J. M. Bostwick.

price of all agricultural implements.

Disinclined to Come to .Terms—Friendly 


Conclusion Still Hoped For. 


London, June 6.—Although no defi- 


nite information regarding the Bloem- 
fontein conference is published here, 
rumors are numerous in South African 
circles. It is said President Kruger~has 
been exceedingly obstinate' and disin- 
clined to come to terms, but Sir Alfred 
Milner, fortified by 
his instructions 


from 'Mr. Chamberlain, has insisted on 
substantial reforms in the Transvaal's 
treatment of the uitlanders as condi- 
tions precedent to negotiation. 


Kruger at first refused to 
go far 


enough, with reference to the fran- 
chise, and absolutely refused to annul 
the dynamite monopoly, whereupon 
Milner broke up the conference, but 
agreed to resume deliberations on Pres- 
ident Kruger's request. This is taken 
as a favorable sign, and it is consid- 
ered in city circles that though the 
gravity of the situation is extreme, 
yet some friendly conclusion will 
'be 


reached. 


Many Cubans Take Tliolr Cash. 


Havana, June 6.—The American pay- 


masters are doing a large business in 
the provinces. More than 400 privates 
surrendered their rifles Saturday and 
Sunday in Pinar del Rio province, 
while even a greater number lined up 
at the pay tables in Gnines, thirty 
miles southeast of Havana. Hundreds 
of privates in the regiments encamped 
about this city are taking trains to 
Jaruco, Matanzas and Cardenas, where 
they intend to ask for their share • in 
the $3,000,000. More than 1,000 of the 
Fifth and Sixth corps have already laid 
down their arms, and, though it is cer- 
tain that no-thing like the muster-roll 
strength of the corps will be developed 
at the pay tables, a prominent assembly 
chief admitted that probably 90 per 
cent of the soldiers under arms during 
the war would take the money.

bumped her nose so severely that it 
disappeared entirely, leaving a depres- 
sion where the nose should be.

new nose 


from her own flesh, skin and bone. 


At the hospital a flap in the shape 


of an inverted heart three and a half 
inches long( and two inches wide was 
cut out of the center of the child's 
forehead, being Joined to it only at 
the tip of the flap.

of bone, together with the skin and 
flesh, was removed, and then the en- 
tire flap was twisted around so that 
it hung over the noseless place, but 
was still attached to the forehead.
